THE INDIAN ORIGIN OF POLO. 
—_—_———_—- 

General R. C. Stewart writes to the Field: — 
‘Adverting to the remarks relative to the origin 
of polo in India, perhaps the following reminis- 
seences may be of-interest in throwing some 
light on the subject. In December, 1863, I was 
an A.D.C. at Government Houre, Calentta, 
and played the game twice a week on the maidan 
near the Bengal Club. .
